Owners of Dynamited Prop- 
erty Will Doubtless Re- 
ceive Equitable’Treatment, 
Though Companies Are 
Not Liable for This Loss. 


While fire ineurancé men were un- 
able to give any exact figures as to the 
Amount of loss in Monday’s big fire, as 
Jate as Tuesday night, it is now be- 
lieved the loss will total about $4,000,- 
000. It will probably be several days 
before any reliable figures can be se- 


eured as to the amounts for which each 


company is involved and the total 
property loss. The different companies 
have called in every available adjuster 
from Atlanta and surrounding cities 
and these men commenced their work 
as soon as the military and police 
guards allowed thém access to the 
burned area. 

After interviewing many leading in- 
surance men and making careful note 
of the different estimates, the consen- 
sus of opinion indicates that the prop- 
erty loss will amount to about four 
millions. About three and a quar- 
4er millions of this .is covered by 
insurance. These figures are, of 
course, merely estimates, being 
upon the detail maps. in 
‘the different offices and the amount of 
risks carried by each company within 
the bounds of the fire. In a number 
of cases buildings within the fire zone 
were spared and, while the amount of 
salvage from burned buildings will un- 
doubtedly be small, still there will be 
some lessening of fhe loss from this

Washington, May 22.—The second of 
the administration's food bills, revised 
to create an emergency agency to con- 
trol, under the president's direction, 
distribution'and sale of the necessaries 
of life, was introduced in the house to- 
day by Chairman Lever, of the agricul- 
ture committee. The first bill aims 
at stimulation of production and calls 
for a general survey of the country’s 
food resources. 

The regulatory measure was redrawn 
after President Wilson had held a series 


who is to be food administrator under 
the bill, and with Secretary Houston 
and members of the agriculture com- 
mittee of both houses. It places the 
widest.powers of control over neces- 
saries of all] kinds, including price fix- 
ing, in the hands of the executive. 

Consideration of the food measures 
will be hurried as much as possible in 
congress. 

The legislation as now proposed by 
the administration, Mr. Hoover thinks, 
will meet the food problem. He is- 
sued this statement tonight regarding 
the second bill: 


“The bill covers very ably and in- 
telligently the powers necessary for the 
president to possess in order to set up 
a competent food administration.” 

The measure classes specifically as 
necessaries food, teeds, shoes, cloth- 
ing and fuel. In a statement outlin- 
ing its purposes Mr. Levér said: 

“While the powers are sweeping, 
they are flexible and to be used eniy 
when that specifically prescribed con- 
ditions have arisen requiring their ex- 
ercise. [In every instance in which the 
Dill itself does not specifically define 
the requirements of effecting private 
conduct, the president must. prescribe 
these with precision and certainty. 
When property is authorized to be 
taken by the government, just compen- 
sation is provided for.”

Investigation Leads to Belief 
Big Blaze Was of Acci- 
dental Origin. 


After a searching investigation yes- 
torday by agents of the Atlanta Bureau 
of thé Department of Justice of the 
causes of the great fire which swept 
Atlanta Monday afternoon, Superin- 
tendent Lewis J. Bailey asserted that 
reports of his department Tuesday in- 
dicated that the fire was of natural 
or accidental origin. 

“Of course, there are a world of ru- 
mors,” said Mr. Bailey; “but these can 
be discounted. Without disclosing our 
methods, I can say that our investiga- 
tion has been thorough, and while it is 
still in progress, we have practically 
established that the origin of the fire 
was not criminal.” 

Nothing tangible in the way of evi- 
dence had been found by the officers 
of the city police, the office of Sheriff 
Lowry or the office of Solicitor Boy- 
kin, Tuesday, although these depart- 
ments have heard many reports of in- 
cendiaries. 
probed and found baseless. 

No investigation of the origin of the 
fire will be made by the grand jury, 
eince evidence has been gathered of 
guch character that it is practically 
certain the fire originated from acci- 
dental sources. 


GERMANS ARE INDICTED 
FOR BOMB CONSPIRACY 


Detroit, Mich., May 22.—Thirteen 
persons, including Albert Kaltschmidt, 
a wealthy local business man, were 
charged with bomb plots in an indict- 
ment returned today by a federal grand 
jury here. Six of the persons indicted 
were arrested after the United States 
declared war on Germany. 

The indictment charges that the de- 
fendants entered into a general con- 
spiracy to destroy the Windsor, Ont., 
armory; Peabody Manufacturing com- 
pany’s plant, at Walkerville, Ont.; a 
Canadian Pacific railroad bridge at 
Nipigon, Ont., and the plant of the De- 
troit Serew works, of this city. The 
Peabody plant, which was working on 
orders from the British government, 
was damaged by an explosion more 
than a year ago.

Action Is Taken to Prevent 
Possibilty of Adding to 
Resources of Country the 
United States Is Now 
Fighting. 


- Because of the fact that the plain- 
tiffs, German subjects, are alien 
enemies, Judge Emory Speer, of the 
federal court in Macon, Monday handed 
down an opinion in the case of Pletten- 
berg Holthaus & Ccmpany vs. kL. J. 
Kalmon & Company, suspending the 
case until after the close of the war. 

The plaintiffs in the case are Ger- 

man cotton merchants who have for a 
number of years done business in both 
this country and Germany, and in this 
action they seek to recover a balance 
of $18,902.85 and interest from the Kal- 
mon company. 34 

In handing down this opinion, Judge 
Speer took the position that, while the 
court should not take the’ responsibil- 
ity of the possibility of the alien 
enemy's case prevailing and thus add~ 
ing to the wealth of an enemy, it should 
not deprive the plaintiffs of hearing. 

“It is true,” said Judge Speer, “that 
there are strong legal inhibitions 
against the commencement or mainte- 
mance during the war of a suit or ac- 
tion by an alien enemy. The control- 
ling reason of this is, that if the alien 
enemy prevails and obtains judgment, 
it will obviously add the sum he recov- 
ers to the resources of the power of 
which he is a subject. then hostile to 
this country, whose court he seeks.” 

Concluding his opinion, however, 
Judge Speer says: 

_ “Notwithstanding a ruling of Sir Wil- 
liam Scott,’ afterwards Lord Stowell, 
made-in 1:99, to the contrary, the Brit- 
ish prize courts of today hear any alien 
enemy, asserting rights under a con- 
vention of The Hague peace conference. 
Shall the courts of the United States, 
then, wholly deny a hearing to one not 
such when he here sought redress, but 
who, as the subject of an autocratic 
government, has since become an 
enemy? To do this would not, in my 
Judgment, accord with the spirit of our 
institutions, nor with the spirit of our 
government, which disclaimed hostili- 
ties to the German people when it pro- 
claimed war in defense of freedom and 
of acommon humanity. My conclusion, 


therefore, is that the action should not 


be dismissed, but merely 
while hospilities continue.”

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NEGRO BURNED 


AT SCENE OF CRIME 


Ell Persons Confessed He 
Killed School Girl—Moth- 
er of Girl Urged Burning, 
But Refused to Apply the 
Match. 


- 


Memphis, Tenn., May 22.—Chained to 
a fallen tree at the scene of his crime, 
Ell Persons, the negro who conféssed 
he killed Antoinetté Raphal, a young 
girl, three weeks ago, was. burned to 
death by a' mob in the country about 10 
miles from Memphis ehortly after 9 
o’clock this morning. The body was 
badly mutilated, the head being sev- 
ered and placed on the roadside near- 
by, where it remained several hours, 

Girls Mother Urged Burning. 

Mrs. Minnie ,Woods, mother of the 
dead girl, identified the negro and, in 
a short spéech to the mob, urged them 
to burn the slayer of her chlid. The 
mother refused, however, to apply the 
match to the funeral pyre. 

Before he met death Persons ‘was 
permitted to make a statement. He 
repeated his former confession that he 
chopped the child’s head off, and im- 
plicated two other negroes in the crime, 


declaring one of them had struck the 
first blow, which stunned the girl. 

Not a shot was fired, the mob work- 
ing quietly and apparently under able 
leadership. 

News that the negro had Deen 
brought into the county reached the 
city early this morning, and by 8 
o'clock all roads leading to the Macon 
road bridge were choked with auto- 
mobiles. An hour later it was impos- 
sible to approach by car or wagon to 
within a half mille of the scene. Hun- 
dreds of spectators, including many 
women and children, tramped through 
muddy fields to get a view of the 
funeral pyre. 

Autos Patrol Roads. 


Persons was taken in charge by the 
mob at Potts’ Camp, Miss., and brought 
through the country to this county. 
Throughout the night hundreds of au- 
tomobiles patrolled the roads leading 
to the state line, to see that no organ- 
ized effort was made to intercept the 
party holding the negro. The condi- 
tion of the roads after a heavy rain in 
the night made progress slow, and by 
the time they reached the bridge a 
great throng from Memphis and all 
points in the county, as well as from 
neanby counties, was on hand. 

There was no disorder and little ex- 
citement; the mob was well organized 
and worked with quiet precision. 

Two negroes, implicated by Persons 
in his dying statement, were captured 
by a posse of citizens late today and 
subjected to a searching inquiry as 
to their movements on the day the 
child was murdered and beheaded. One 
was released and the other, a deaf 
mute, was ordered detained tempo- 
rarily, but it was stated that in all 
likelihood he also will be released, 
‘probably tomorrow. It was understood 
that reputable citizens vouched for the 
negroes and made statements tending 
to verify their assertions that they 
were not in the vicinity. 

Hunter Wilson, county attorney gen- 
eral, announced tonight that a grand 
jury investigation of the lynching 
would be instituted at once. A cor- 
oner’s jury, which held an inquest late 
| today, returned a verdict that Persons 


came to his death “from causes un- 
known to the jury.” 

| BOSTON SENDS ° 

i PROTEST TO WILSON. 

Boston, May 22.—A telegram protest- 
ing against the lynching today of Ell 
Persons, & nhegro, near Memphis, was 
Sentto President Wilsonbythe execu- 
tive committee of the Boston branch of 
the National Dqual Rights league to- 
night. Referring to a report that the 
mob intended to lynch two more negro 
suspects, the telegram said: 

“We call upon you as the head of the 
federal government to make every ef- 
fort to stay this further blot on the 
civilization and humanity of this Chris- 
tian nation. Our laws forbid the burn- 
ing alive of rats in a trap. We implore 
you, while saying much for justice and 
humanity for foreign nations, to speak 
out for justice to 12,000,000 colored 
American citizens and to stop stirring 
of resentment. America is _ rivaling 
Germany and Turkey in barbaric atroc- 
ities.. Will you do something?” 

The telegram was signed by Allen W. 
“Whaley, William D. Brigham and Wil- 
liam Monroe Trotter.

~ URGED BY WILSON 


President Says Government 
Must Have Power to Han- 
dle Mischievous Persons. 
Wilson’s Action Causes 
Surprise. 


Washington, May 22.—Decision of 
house republicans in caucus today to 
oppose any newspaper censorship pro- 
vision in the pending espionage bill was 
followed by a letter from President 
Wilson to Chairman Webb, of the ju- 
diciary committee, reiterating that it 
was imperative that congress grant 
censorship powers to deal with the 
few persons who cannot be relied upon 
to observe “a patriotic reticence above 
everything whose publication could be 
of injury.” 

“IT have been very much surprised,” 
wrote the president, “to find several of 
the public prints stating that the ad- 
ministration had abandoned the posi- 
tion which it so distinctly took, and 
still holds, that authority to exercise 
censorship over the press to the ex- 
tent that that censorship is embodied 
in the recent action of the house of 
representatives is absolutely nece.sary 
to the public safety. It, of course, has 
not been abandoned, because the rea- 
pone still exist why such authority is 
necessary for the protection of the na- 
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tion. 

“T have every confidence that the 
great majority of the newspapers of 
the country will observe a _ patriotic 
reticence abeut everything whose pub- 
lication could be of injury, but in every 
country there are some persons in a 
position to do mischief in this. fleld, 
who can not be relied upon and whose 
interests or desires will lead to actions 
on their part highly dangerous to the 
nation in the midst of a war. I want to 
say again that it seems to nie impera- 
tive that powers of this sort should be 
granted.” 

The house espionage bill carried a 
eensorship provision, but the one by 
the senate did not, and this was one of 
the differences which sent the measure 
to conference, where it has been dis- 
cussed for more than a week without 
an agreement. 


The president’s letter caused some 
surprise because many members of con- 
gress and some admin’stration leaders 
had understood for several days that 
no further attempt was to be made at 
present to put through any such pro- 
vision. ° 

Sentiment in the senate is strong 
against censorship and unless the con- 
ferees agree upon a very mild form it 
probably will not be accepted there. 

Representative Webb = announced 
upon receipt of the president’s letter 
that he would wage a determined fight 
in behalf of the censorship amendment, 
written into the bill in the house by 
a narrow margin just before it was 
sent to conference.

Helsingfors, Finland, May 22.—(Via 
Petrograd and London.)—A congress 
of the Swedish political party, repre- 
senting a majority of Finland’s 
wealthies and most influential classes 
yesterday passed a resolution favoring 
a complete separation of the grand 
duchy of Finland from Russia, 

The resolution réads: 

“The Finnish people has progressed so 
far in cultural and political develop- 
ment that Finland is entitled to make 
a demand to take her place as an inde- 
pendent state among the number of 
sovereign nations.” 

This resolution is only the lat- 
est development.of the separatist agi- 
tation which started the revolution and 
which is occasioning anxiety in Petro- 
grad and bringing out pharp comment

ATLANTA'S SHARE 


Treasury Department An- 
nounces Allotments to the 


Various Cities of Country. 


Washington, May 22.—What every 
section of the country is expected to do 
in unloosing its purse strings for the 
liberty loan was officially announced 
tonight by the treasury department. 
The figures made public are the mini- 
mum; the maximum, it is hoped, will be 
such an over-subacription as has never 
before been recorded in the history of 
any nation. 

In framing the schedule of minimum 
performances expected by the east, 
west, south and Pacific slope, treasury 
experts have built a structure of fig- 
ures with the entire banking resources 
of the country as its foundation. 

Coincident with the announcement of 
the tentative allotments—which in real- 
ity are not allotments, but estimates of 
what each section should take—the fed- 
eral reserve board announced tonight 
that it had availed itself of the ex- 
traordinary powers vested in it by con- 
gress and virtually had placed at the 
disposal of every bank in the United 
States, member and non-member, the 
powerful machinery of the reserve sys- 
tem to assist in making the loan an 
overwhelming success, 

In making public its tentative allot- 
ments of bonds, the treasury depart- 
ment adopted two bases of esti- 
mating, a $2,000,000,000 issue and one of 
$2,500,000,006, the ‘latter designed to 
meet the possibility of any one section 
fai to take the amount estimated.

From the moment the flames began 
to devastate the residence portion of 
the city and citizens at large realized 
the danger, the work of relief began, 
and there could not have been an au- 
tomobile in the city which had not be- 
fore 3 o'clock moved families to the 
homes of relatives and friends, or put 
People in places where they were out 
of danger. There was humor and 
Pathos in the things people chose to 
save, and though sewing machines and 
pianos, family portraits and the baby’s 
crib, might have been forgotten in the 
excitement of the day, nobody forgot 
the graphophone, for no automobile 
was too small to accommodate one. 
More graphophones were moved than 
any other article of furniture. Going 
down Ponce de Leon avenue early in 
the afternoon was a limousine in the 
front of which was a talking ‘machine, 
and on the back seat very much crowd- 
ed was a black mammy, two frightened 
little children and a large collie dog. 
Baby Had te Have Dinner. 
“Why did you not wait until you 
were safe?” asked the relatives of one 
fond mother, who sent her cook to turn 


the garden hose on the house while she 


finished feeding the baby, escaping 
from the house later with the child 
and one small satchel in which were 
his bottles and special foods. 

. “Why, the baby might have deen sick 
if he had not had his food just at the 
right time,” was her reply, and sho 
epent the remainder of the afternoon 
trying to find the cook, the house hav- 
ing burned to the ground, despite the 
latter's efforts. 

“Thank you, dear,” said another 
refugee mother, as her husband handed 
her a little 50-cent hat belonging to 
the baby, which he had taken out of 
the box, where he had left her only 
summer hat. 

These stories provoke the smile now 
and then, which tempers the tenseneas 
of the situation, when people stood 
helpless by the hundreds and saw every 
thing they had being swept from them. 

But there could not have been more 
courage and bravery displayed. 

Sorry for Her Neighbors. 

“Yes, I have lost everything, and 
we had no insurance, but I had neigh- 
bers in so much more trouble than I 
am in,” said one victim. “I was help- 
ing them when I wae told that my own 
home was on fire. Another neighbor 
with ten children, none of them 
grown,

do, when a lovely woman came up in 
her limousine and asked to help in the 
situation.

T0 ADOPT OGLETHORPE 


Southern Assembly, However, 
Commends Zeal and Energy 
of University Managers. 


Birmingham, Ala, May 22.—After 
‘having discussed the report of the com- 
mittee on Oglethorpe university and the 
papers offered as substitutes to parts 
of the report, the general assembly of 
the Presbyterian Church in the United 
States finally adopted the report of the 
ad interim committee as amended by 
the substitution of a paper offered by 
Drs. C. W. Grafton and Thornton Whal- 
ing today. 

“The assembly commends the zeal 
and energy of the managers of Ogle- 
thorpe university,” the substitute read, 
“and wishes them great success in 
building up an institution in Georgia, 
which we trust will be a blessing to 


generations. 


“The assembly declines to adopt 
Oglethorpe university and declines to 
commend it to the churches for their 
contributions. 

“The assembly urges our presbyte- 
ries and synods to increased dili- 
gence in building up and maintaining 
their schools and colleges.” 

The substitute takes the place in the 
report of the ad interim committee of 
the item designated as “The relationship 
which would be satisfactory to the 
Oglethorpe board,” and of that desig- 
nated as “the action upon this ques- 
tion which would.be.satistactory to the 
assembly’s executive and advisory com- 
mittee of Christian education.” 

A telegram was received to from 
the general assembly of the eaby- 
terian Church in the United States of 
America; in session at Dallas, notify- 
ing the assembly here that 195 presby- 
teries of the former body had taken 
action looking to the organic union 
with the Presbyterian Church in the 
United States, and that “this assembly, 
which has for years stood ready, is now 
ready to enter negotiations with a view 
to organic union.” -The message, which 
was in the form of a resolution, sug- 
gested “that this matter be committed 
to the general assembly’s committee on 
church co-operation and union, with in- 
structions to enter into negotiations 
with the Presbyterian Churc in the 
United States, through a committee ap- 
pointed by its general assembly, if it 
should deem it advisable.” It was re- 
ferred to the standing committee on 
bills and overtures.

FIXING OF FOOD PRICES 


OPPOSED BY EXPERTS) 


The Government, However, 
Proposes to Protect the 
Consumer. 


Washington, May 22.—Although gov- 
ernment food experts oppose fixing 
maximum prices on stable food prod- 
ucts except to force big holders to re- 
lease their supplies, protection for the 
eonsumer will be one of the first con- 
siderations of the new food contro] ad- 
ministration. 

If there is a shortage in any food 
staple and it becomes essential to lower 
the price, the government, it was said 
today, will not hesitate to take over 
supplies and Gistribute them itself. In 
this way officials believe more can be 
accomplished than by setting maxi- 
mum prices beyond which sellers may 
not charge. If there is an abundance 
of food, however, they do not think it 
ever will become necessary to exercise 
the power of commandeer. 

A short crop of any commodity, food 
experts say, will send prices Up 
through competitive bidding, despite 
ordinary regulatory measures, and the 
only remedy, they hold, in this case 
is for the government to take over the 
product, paying the grower a good 
price and distributing the food where 
it ig most needed. 

European demands for food this year 
will take all of America’s surplus, The 
allies, it has been stated on good au- 
thority, need 1,000,000,000 bushels of 
grain to carry them through the year. 
With normal crops this country can 


rnish 400,000,000 bushels of this and ! 


ada 200,000,000. This will fill only 
“4 per cent of the allies’ needs, but of- 
ficials believe America, by economiz- 
ing, can increase this to 80 per cent— 
provided crops are normal. The food 
udministration, as soon as organized, 
will start a campign for saving in the 
household, and hopes to cut down 
ordinary consumption to a considerable 
extent. 

The government's food experts think 
the plan for a voluntary organization 
to handle the food situation will win 
the co-operation of the oye § & If it 
fails a bureaucratic system, they be- 
lieve, will have to (be instituted. 


SURVIVORS SHELLED 
BY GERMAN SUBMARINES 


SOS, May 22.—Thirteen survivors 
from the Norwegian steamer Madura 
have reached land. Their vessel was 
shelled and sunk by a German submea- 
rine. Two men were killed by shell 
fire and seven were wounded. The sur- 
vivors report that the submarine gave 
no nanan and fired on the men as 
they were lowering the boats. 

Twenty-three survivors, including the 
captain's wife, from the Russian ship 
Lynton, 2,331 tons gross, have reached 
land. They say their ship was sunk by 

a German submarine without warning 
and that they were shelled while get- 
ting ipto the boats.

CROPS BADLY DAMAGED. 


Calhoun Reports Heavy Losses 
by Wind and Hail. 


Calhoun, Ga., May 22.—(8pecial.)— 
ne damage was done to farm crops 

ardens here this afternoon by a 
pat ic windstorm, accompanied by the 
most severe hailstorm that has_ ever 
been known in this section. The fruit 
crop, which was fine, is said to have 
been completely destroyed. Thousands 
of dollars of damages was done to res- 
idences and barns.

POWER OVER SHIPMENTS 
PROPOSED FOR WILSON 


Washington, May 22.—(Special.)— 
Representative Adamson has reported to 
the house the administration bill au- 
thorizing the president, in his discre- 
tion, to give priority to ceriain classes 
of freight shipments by rail and water 
carriers. 

The measure, which is approved by 
the president, is expected to figure very 
largely in the government plans for the 
regulations of the food situation. 

It provides punishment for any per- 
son who interfers with the movement 
of trains containing shipments which 


the president shall order put ahead. 
The commission is authorized to fix a 
ispecial rate fur such shipments. Fail- 
ure to obey promptly the president’s 
order is made punishable by a maxi- 
mum fine of $10, 000 or imprisoment 
not to exceed five years, or both.
